But Device* for Showing the Direction 
of tho Wind Have Been in 
Use for Centuries. 


The origin of the weather vane is 
unknown. One of the most ancient of 
which there 
Is any record 
Is that 
mentioned by Vitruvius, and Hie mins 
of the Tower of the Winds, of which 
he speaks, still stands in Athens. This 
building wag erected about a century 
before the Christian era. He writes: 
•‘Those who have paid most atten­ 
tion to the winds make them eight lu 
number, and particularly Andronlcus 
Cyrrhesfes. who built at Athens an 
octagonal tower of marble and cut on 
each face the figure of the several 
winds, each looking to the quarter 
from which that wind blows. 
**On the tower he placed a marble 
column, on which was a Triton of I 
brome holding a rod In his righthand, j 
And he contrived It that the figure 
moved round with the wind so that 
It constantly stood opposite It, and the 
rod,

Working night and fay to the limit 
of their endurance, American Relief 
Administration forces in the famine 
region of Russia, arc breaking the bick 
of the famine and are reaching every 
district of the Volga Valley, according 
to word reaching America from Mos­ 
cow. American corn, for which Con­ 
gress appropriated $20,000,000 late last 
December, is being fed to the limit of 
the •rail transportation possibilities of 
the country. Fully 5.000.000 adults are 
benefiting 
from 
the feeding, 
while 
more than 2,000.000 children in Russia 
have been saved from death by famine, 
as a result of the work of American 
agencies. This program is being exe­ 


cuted despite the grave difficulties of 
transportation, which include a constant 
clogging of junction points. 
Col. William N. Haskell, director for 
Russia of the A. R. A., in a report to 
Herbert Hoover, chairman of the re­ 
lief organization, tells how long lines 
of sled trains, laden with food, are 
traveling hundreds of miles. When 
the American corn arrived in Kazan 
on April 2, haste w’as redoubled to 
move the supplies before the Spring 
thaw could make the frozen roads im­ 
passable wnth mud. The workers got 
3,200 horses and an adequate number 
of sleds together, and man and animal 
alike were worked to the limit of their 
endurance to reach every district with 
this food.

$4,000,000 surplus of government stocks 
voted to the A. R. A. bv Congress, and 
a $3,600,000 fund provide I by the 
American Red Cross, are a’?o reaching 
Russia in huge quantities to help over- 
orr; the effects of disease and exposure 
which accompanied the famine. 
The lower picture show* a train of 
sleds, ninety in all, which were just 
about to leave the A. R. A. base at 
Kazan on a journey winch would take 
food to a district a hundred miles away. 
This was an every-day incident in 
regions far beyond rail lines. The up­ 
per pictures show some of the children 
at an A. R. A. kitchen smiling their 
gratitude for the food which they re­ 
ceive in their cans; and some of the 
medical supplies in the hands of Rus­ 
sian porters.

Spring rains have so delayed the 
sowing of oats that many fields 
are going to be left over for a large 
corn acreage or for some other crop. 
Perhaps there is no other crop that 
will be more profitable in the long 
run to grow as a substitute for corn 
than soybeans. 
The yield 
of 
soy­ 
beans per acre in this county last 
fall ranged from ten to fifteen bush­ 
els per acre. Practically all of these 
beans were sold at $2.00 per bushel 
and some for more than that. They 
are practically all sold 
at present 
and the growers 
state 
that 
they 
were a profitable crop. 
To be sucessful in growing 
soy­ 
beans good seed and an extraordin­ 
ary seed bed are necessary. 
Pains 
taken in preparing the seed bed are 
well worth ones while. 
If you have 
never grown soybeans on your soil 
Inoculate the seed with pure culture 
or with soil from an old 
soybean 
field. 
If you want the pure culture 
apply to the 
County 
Agent. 
The 
Soils Department^ of the College of 
Agriculture furnishes this at cost. 
Shallow 
planting 
is 
something 
that is very essentia! yet frequently 
overlooked, especially with the be­ 
ginner. 
Even though you are sow­ 
ing soybeans for hay, sow them in 
rows. Set the planter in to 32 inches 
and drill from 15 to 20 pounds per 
acre. Give at least two cultivations 
which should be shallow. 
Soybeans will usually yield one 
one-half tons per acre of hay. 
Per­ 
haps if you would compare this with 
the average oat crop in its feeding 
value to 
growing stock, or dairy 
cows you have a very favorable com­ 
parison.

CHIEF BLACK HAWK, THE PA* 
TRIOT OF THE SACS 


\ VTHEN the Eighty-sixth division 
▼V went overseas in 1918, they 
bore on the left shoulder of their uni­ 
forms insignia showing a black hawk 
rampant on a shield of red. Thus the 
"Black Hawk Division" carried into 
battle once more the emblem of one of 
the greatest fighting men from their 
native soil—Chief Black Hawk (Ma’- 
katawimesheka’kaa) of the Sacs and 
Foxes. Illinois pioneers, grandfathers 
of some of these men, had called him 
a "bloodthirsty savage," but ins own 
people looked upon him as a patriot 
who defended his country against un­ 
just aggression. 
Black Hawk’s war in 1S32 was 
caused by a dispute over the terms of 
a treaty removing the Sacs and Foxes 
to a reservation in Iowa. 
When the 
government failed to keep its agree­ 
ment to provide them with com In 
place of the crops they had abandoned 
in Illinois, Black Hawk recrossed the 
Mississippi to "steal com from our 
own fields," as the old chief said, bit­ 
terly. 
Governor Reynolds called out the 
militia to repel these "invaders" and 
later federal troops were sent to sub­ 
due the Sacs. 
After several fierce 
battles the Indian resistance was brok­ 
en and Black Hawk’s warriors scat­ 
tered. The chief fled to the Winne- 
bagos for refuge. On August 27, 1833, 
he walked into General Street's head­ 
quarters at Prairie du Chien, Wis., to 
surrender. 
"Farewell my nation!" said Black 
Hawk as he gave himself up. "Black 
Hawk tried to save you and avenge 
your wrongs. 
He drank the blood of 
some of the whites, he has been taken 
prisoner and his plans stopped. 
He 
can do no more. 
His sun is setting 
and will rise no more. 
Farewell to 
Black Hawk I” 
He was held for two months a pris­ 
oner of war at Fortress Monroe, Va., 
and then was returned to his people in 
Iowa. 
There 
another 
humiliation 
awaited him. 
Keokuk, his bitterest 
enemy and the leader of the peace 
faction of the Sacs, had been elevated 
to 
the head 
chieftainship. 
Black 
Hawk’s proud heart was broken by 
this blow. 
He died October 3, 1838. But even 
then the whites did not allow him to 
rest in peace. A doctor desecrated his 
grave and carried the skeleton back 
to Illinois. 
Eventually the bones of 
the great chief were restored to his 
sons and they placed them for safe­ 
keeping in the collections of an Iowa 
historical museum. 
In 1855 Are de­ 
stroyed the building, leaving to big 
people nothing but the memory of their 
great chief.
